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A polices officer recently transferred to the headquarters of the paranilitary 

polices ("Hauptverunltung fiir Ausbildung"), who had served in the German Mavy 
during the war, was told by Chief Inspector Neitsch that he is slated for an 
assignnent as naval instructor. Heitsch added that the final decision on the 
onjantention of naval training facilities would be reached before the end of 
January. 


2. The Police College (HBhere Polizeischule) of the GAI at Kochstedt wus taken 
over in September 1949 and converted into an advanced training school for 
paranilitary officers.** Tho commandant of the school is ex-Genoral Freytag

tion a Gerran-spsaking Pusaian naned Levin who clains to be a civilian and re~ 
fuses to divulge his military rank. The main function of these assistants seems 
to be the continuous vettin? of personnel.
